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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Secor (5289321) discloses an apparatus that relates to vehicle cameras (Secor: 
column 1, lines 7-10). This apparatus comprises "a vehicle equipped with at least two 
image capture devices for capturing an image external of the vehicle, the devices 
having overlapping fields of view" (Secor: figure 4; column 4, lines 13-22, wherein the 
side camera 34 and side camera (22 or 20) have an overlapping field of view) and "the 
vehicle is equipped with a display screen displaying the image, being viewable by a 
driver of the vehicle when the driver is normally operating the vehicle" (Secor: column 
4, lines 28-36). However, this apparatus lacks the synthesizing and single display as 
claimed. This apparatus further lacks the non-duplication of information as claimed. A 
further search was conducted which failed to yield any prior art. Therefore, the prior art 
fails to teach or render obvious these limitations taken within the others in the claim.
